NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) — A 
Lufthansa Boeing 747 airliner 
with 157 persons aboard fal­ 
tered seconds after liftoff today 
and dropped tail first into a 
muddy field where it exploded 
into flames and burst apart, 
killing many of the passengers. 
Airport authorities said the 
death toll was estim ated at 
between 60 and 70 and that 
between 87 and 97 persons 
survived. 
Most of the victims were 
West Germans and there were 
no reports any Americans were 
aboard. 
It was the first crash of a 747

However,,, dye 
tests conducted elsewhere in the 
county found septic tank ef­ 
fluent being discharged to 
streams. Mr. Evans indicated 
that action is being taken to 
correct these systems. 
S anitarian

reported he is making a survey 
of health standards in all of the 
schools in the county with the

representative of the Indiana 
State Board of Health. Mr. 
Bickell said Mr. Myers was 
impressed with the

In other business the board 
instructed the sanitarians to

“Oil Depletion” May End 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Tax relief for more than 38 
million Americans and an immediate end to the grand- 
daddy of all tax loopholes, the oil depletion allowance, was 
approved Tuesday by the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. Action on a chopped-down tax bill came during a 
sometimes dramatic session in which softspoken Ten­ 
nessee Republican, Rep. John J. Duncan, broke ranks 
with all his GOP colleagues to cast the deciding margin in 
the 13-12 vote to end the depletion allowance. Chairman 
Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., said he hoped to get the bill to the 
floor Dec. 4 or 5, but even if it passes the House, an almost 
■certain filibuster by oil-state senators, awaits it in the 
Senate.

Legislature that could add a student to each of the boards 
of trustees of the four state-supported universities. The 
measure is in line with a promise Gov. Otis Bowen made 
earlier to students that he would recommend such a 
change n order to give the' students some voice in the 
administration of the universities. Gardner said his bill 
would specify that the governor appoint one full-time 
student for a two-year term to each of the boards at In­ 
diana, Purdue, Ball State and Indiana State Universities. 
The student would be an additional trustee, with the 
present number of trustee being increased one. Some 
universities have nine trustees and some have eight, at 
present.

problems in human, nutrition, 
almost everyone agreed it is 
healthier and cheaper to follow 
tested basic eating patterns 
approved by atuhorities in the 
science

nutrition

Lending its support is the 
American Dietetic Association’s 
campaign to explode fallacies 
'that do not stand up in the test, of 
valid scientific evidence. 
Just off the presses is a new 
booklet, for example, that gives

vegetarian diet. 
Most of these diets fall into 
three 
basic 
categories. 
The 
lacto-ovo-vetatarian does not 
eat meat, poultry or fish, but 
will 
consume' 
m ilk, 
dairy 
products and eggs. 
The lacto-vegetarian will not 
eat meat, poultry, fish or eggs, 
but will consume dairy products 
such as milk, cheese and yogurt. 
The strict vegetarian will not 
consume any food of animal 
origin— meat, poultry, fish, 
eggs or dairy products. 
The' AD.A booklet says that 
vitamin B12 is certain to be 
missing in a strict vegetarian 
diet because it is found only in 
foods of animal origin. 
The vitamin is essential for 
normal blood cell formation and 
normal nerve functioning and a 
deficiency 
will cause nerve 
deterioration even in adults. 
Therefore, If you are a 
vegetarian, a pill supplement or 
B12-fortified foods should be 
included in your diet. 
Also, it is extremely difficult 
to get. enough calcium if milk 
and milk products are avoided.

because their need is so great. 
Calcium is essential for strong 
bones and teeth, clotting of^ the 
blood and normal functioning of 
muscles and nerves. 
A city dweller who avoids 
milk products will usually 
require a vitamin D supplement 
too, since egg yolks, fortified 
milk, fish and liver are the usual 
sources of this nutrient. Sup­ 
plementation 
is 
definitely 
recommended for infants and 
children who do not spend a 
great deal of time outside in 
sunshine. (Sun, acting on the 
skin, 
causes formation 
of 
Vitamin D in the body.) 
Riboflavin—usually 
abund­ 
ant in meat, milk products and 
eggs—is essential for energy 
metabolism, reproduction and 
skin, eye and nerve tissue. So 
increase your intake of dark, 
leafy green vegetables and dry 
beans or peas. 
And the ADA authros stress 
the 
importance of adequate 
protein. This could be dry beans 
and, corn, dry 'beans and rice, 
peanuts and whole wheat, or 
sesame seeds and soybeans. 
Some meat analogs (vegetable 
protein textured and flavored to 
resemble m eats) contain these 
proteins, but the label must be 
carefully inspected to insure 
that the foods contain all 
essential amino acids. 
In short, vegetarians would be 
wise to consult a dietitian to be 
sure their fam ily is being 
adequately nourished.
